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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This action is responsive to communications: Petition filed 01/26/2005 to the original 
application filed 11/19/2001. 

2. Claims 1-64 are currently pending in this application. Claims 1, 33, and 49 are 
independent claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 



3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

4. Claims 1-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention, appearing 
to be comprised of software alone without claiming associated computer hardware 
required for execution, is not supported by either a specific and substantial asserted utility 
(i.e., transformation of data) or a well established utility (i.e., a practical application). 



Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b),by another filed in the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2)a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a)shall have the effects for the purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international 
application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2)of such treaty in the English language; or " (Emphasis 
added.) 



Claims 1-64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Jameson et al. 
(US 2002/0156787, filed 02/2002, priority 02/2001). 



As to claim 1 : 

Jameson teaches a method for providing enterprise event marketing and management 
automation (provides a method for planning and managing all aspect of an event; see 
Abstract) comprising the steps of: 

a. providing a website (the event home page web site) including online tools for 
event marketing and management (event management tools) ( para. 009 5 and 
fig-23); 

b. allowing a user (the user) in communication with the website to create an event 
page (home page for the events) and a registration page (one registration page) 
associated with an event (the event) utilizing the online tools (use event 
management tools), the event page including a link (a URL) to the registration 
page (see figs. 2 3-24 and paras.0095-0098); 

c. forwarding the event page to a participant to enable the participant to establish 
communication with the registration page utilizing the link (the system could send 
e-mails to each person invited to the event, the e-mail including information about 
the event ...contain a URL of a Web site where the potential attended can register 
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for the event access their personalized home page, and access event management 
tools; para.0079); 

d. forwarding the registration page to the participant to be completed and returned in 
response to the communication (the user may then point a Web browser to the 
event Web site ... the user has an option depending on whether the user is already 
registered for the event. If the user is not registered, the user may proceed to 
register for the event ... where the user may input registration information in a 
least one registration page; para. 0095); 

e. receiving the registration page and in response thereto communicating a 
confirmation to the participant (Upon completing the registration, the user will 
view a registration confirmation page. The page may include event information, 
registration information, an a summary of the registration; para. 0094); and 

f. communicating to the user the information received from the participant in order 
to allow for event marketing and management (the user may use the tools to 
return to the user's personalized home page for the particular event, access guest 
management tools, access an agenda, access a message manager, access task 
management tools, access a house manager, access an expense tracking 
management module, access photo center tools, access the event infor center, 
access general information on the event, access a conference agenda, access 
hotel information, and access information on the speaker at the event; 
para.0098). 

As to claim 2: 
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Jameson teaches associating a fee with the event (fee payment; para.0090 and fig A 8). 
As to claim 3: 

Jameson teaches the fee for the event is requested from the participant in response to 
receiving the registration page (an event registration conference fee selection page ... 
selected registration fee; para, 0090 and fig J 8). 
As to claim 4: 

Jameson teaches querying the participant for information associated with participant 
attendance to the event (para. 01 07). 
As to claim 5: 

Jameson teaches previously created event pages are utilized for creating at least one of 
new events and new registration pages (para.0071). 
As to claim 6: 

Jameson teaches storing a contact file of the user (contact list 520; fig. 5). 
As to claim 7: 

Jameson teaches the participant is selected from the contact file (select staff from an 
existing list of staff members to work on the event; para.0072 and fig. 5). 
As to claim 8: 

Jameson teaches the stored file is imported from another source (para.0129). 
As to claim 9: 

Jameson teaches exporting the contact file (paras. 01 29-0 130). 
As to claim 10: 
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Jameson teaches generating participant parameters (the user profile page), wherein the 
participant is forwarded the event page according to the participant parameters 
(paras.0101-0102). 
As to claim 11: 

Jameson teaches associating a promotion code with the event in accordance with 
instructions from the user (para.0097). 
As to claim 12: 

Jameson teaches a registration template is utilized to create the registration page 
(templates for the event ... create their own custom page; para. 008 2). 
As to claim 13: 

Jameson teaches grouping a plurality of events under a single event (paras. 0071 and 
0124). 

As to claim 14: 

Jameson teaches the event has a maximum participant capacity associated therewith (a 
session maximum capacity; para. 00? r 6). 
As to claim 15: 

Jameson teaches presenting the participant with the option of being waitlisted where 
maximum capacity has been reached (para.0097). 
As to claim 16: 

Jameson teaches user receives a notification when a predetermined percentage of 
maximum participant capacity is reached (para.0074). 
As to claim 17: 
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Jameson teaches the user is allowed to modify the maximum participant capacity in 
response to the notification (para.0074). 
As to claim 18: 

Jameson teaches the confirmation includes a ticket for admission to the event (fig. 2 2). 
As to claim 19: 

Jameson teaches generating a report about the event for at least one of the user and the 
participant (fig. 2 2). 
As to claim 20: 

Jameson teaches the report includes information pertaining to, among other things, 
expenses (the report includes ... the expense 4310; para.0121 and fig.43). 
As to claim 21: 

Jameson teaches the report may be generated according to at least one of a schedule 
(figs. 12 and 16). 
As to claim 22: 

Jameson teaches the report includes at least one of an ad hoc report and a canned report 
(figs. 12 and 16). 
As to claim 23: 

Jameson teaches providing the user with data for tracking at least one of expenses 
(para.0123 and fig. 2 5). 
As to claim 24: 

Jameson teaches grouping one or more events into event categories (paras. 0 ] 1 18-0019). 
As to claim 25: 
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Jameson teaches providing to the participant at least one of accommodation information 
and travel information (para.0074) 
As to claim 26: 

Jameson teaches organizing participants into groups (para.0110). 
As to claim 27: 

Jameson teaches assigning a type to a participant (para.0068). 
As to claim 28: 

Jameson teaches providing at least one of specified travel and accommodations according 
to participant type (para.0077). 
As to claim 29: 

Jameson teaches assigning a login to the participant (paras. 0074 and 0096). 
As to claim 30: 

Jameson teaches forwarding a survey to the participant (survey questions ...attendees to 
answer to acquire additional information on those attending the event; para.0077 and 
fig-20). 

As to claim 31: 

Jameson teaches receiving information related to a guest of the participant on the 
registration page (receiving information ...a guest of an attendee; para.0068). 
As to claim 32: 

Jameson teaches travel can be arranged utilizing an online booking system (travel; fig.41) 
As to claim 33: 
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It is directed to a system for performing the method of claim 1 above, and is similarly 
rejected under the same rationale. 
As to claims 34-42: 

They include the same limitations as in claims 2-12 above, and are similarly rejected 
under the same rationale. 
As to claim 43: 

It includes the same limitations as in claim 19 above, and is similarly rejected under the 
same rationale. 
As to claims 44-48: 

They include the same limitations as in claims 14-18 above, and are similarly rejected 
under the same rationale. 
As to claim 49: 

It is directed to a computer program for implementing the method of claim 1 above, and 
is similarly rejected under the same rationale. 
As to claims 50-58: 

They include the same limitations as in claims 2-12 above, and are similarly rejected 
under the same rationale. 
As to claim 59: 

It includes the same limitations as in claim 19 above, and is similarly rejected under the 
same rationale. 
As to claims 60-64: 
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They include the same limitations as in claims 14-18 above, and are similarly rejected 
under the same rationale.
